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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Receipt of amendments is acknowledged. Claims 3-5, 7, 10 and 14 are 
cancelled. Please note that in the amended claims, claim 14 still has claim language, 
but claim 14 is clearly marked as cancelled. The examiner has verified that all claims 
objected to in the previous office action (6 and 11-13) as objected to but allowable if re- 
written in independent form are correctly re-written and allowed.

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 6, 8-9,11-13, and 15-16 are all allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 8 and 15 the prior art discloses 
most of the limitations of the claims, but fails to show at least forming a source region, a 
channel region and a drain region of thin film transistor in either of the two regions of 
said polycrystalline silicon island along a second direction perpendicular to said first 
direction; Regarding claim 6 the limitation "wherein said polycrystalline silicon island is 
located within either of the two regions of said polycrystalline silicon layer" is the 
limitation that was not found in the prior art in combination with the other limitations in 
claim 6; Regarding claim 11 the limitation "wherein said source region and said channel 
region and said drain region of said P- channel type thin film transistor said source 
region, said channel region and said drain region of said N- channel thin film transistor 
are arranged along a second direction perpendicular to said first direction" is the 
limitation that was not found in the prior art in combination with the other limitations in 
claim 1 1 .
